chusetts. 
There are more than 2000 workers, in- 


enumerators, and 


under the direction of Census 
Supervisor Charles F. Gettemy. The 
work in the city districts must be com- 
pleted within one week, but in the 
country districts, where it is more diffi- 
cult to get about, three weeks have been 
allowed. 

In order to facilitate the census this 
vear a special form of blank was pre- 
pared and distributed by the enumera- 
tors two weeks in advance ef the census 
man’s call to be filled out by families. 
Consequently the census enumerators on 
their rounds today expect to be able to 
copy on their own blanks the informa- 
tion from these, whieh will save time. 
If a family has filled out one of these 
forms intelligently the census man’s call 
will not last long.

MIRAFLORES, Canal Zone—The con- 
tinual enlargement of operations all 
along the line of the canal has resulted 
in a corresponding increase in the water 
consumption, and work on the new Co- 
coli lake pumping station has been accel- 
erated and part of it is now in opera- 
tion, with the result, that the supply 
in the Rio Grande reservoir is being 
yugmented at the rate of 1000 gallons 
a minute. One of the two horizontal tur- 
bine pumps was placed in service March 
25, although the pumps are not yet 
housed ahd part of the apparatus in con- 
nection with the filtration plant is not 
yet installed.

Muloch and Mr. Spinney a chance to 
identify the Fresno man if they could. 

The California man recognized Mrs. 
Muloch immediately,

identity of Mr. Spinney, although - the 
latter said he knew Dan the minute he 
saw him. 

Mrs. Muloch and Mr. Spinney put Dan 
through an examination which lasted 
about an hour. They asked him many 
questions about events in the Russell 
household years ago when they were 
employed there.

SOME TRIED RECIPES. 
SHAD ROE. 

Cook the roe in salted boiling water 
for about 10 minutes, to which has been 
added one tablespoonful of vinegar; 
drain, roll it in beaten egg and then in 
crumbs; season with salt and pepper and 
fry until nicely browned. 

SAUCE FOR SHAD. 

This sauce is just the thing. Cream 
together a spoonful each of butter and 
flour and stir it into a cupful of chicken 
stock or hot water. When the sauce 
boils add the yolks of two eggs and a 
quarter of a cupful of cream which have 
been beaten. together and season with 
salt and pepper. The latter part of the 
process should be done over hot water. 
If there is danger of lumps strain the 
sauce and reheat it before using. Care 
must be taken or it will curdle. The 
sauce may be seasoned with minced 
parsley and chopped mushrooms. 

BAKED WITH TOMATO SAUCE. 

Make a pint of tomato sauce, lay shad 
in baking pan, baste with part of the 
sauce frequently. Serve the sauce 
around the fish. 

NUT FILLING FOR CAKE.

NEW YORK—Field Marshal Lord 
Kitchener, England's foremost soldier, 
arrived in New York today en route to 
England. 

The famous general was the center of 
an impromptu reception at the railway 
station, where he was met by a com-|*. 
mittee from the Pilgrim’s Society. 
When his identity became general} 
known, a cheer went up, which cau 
Lord, Kitelf®ner to beat a retreat—some- 
thing he>was not used to—to a taxicab.) 

General Kitchener was not known to} 
the clerk of the Plaza, who assigned his 
lordship to a sixth floor inside room. 
When the situation was explained, there 
wag a lot of apologizing from the hotel: 
office ssi Lord Kitchener was soon in¢ 
stalled in a luxurious suite. 

CHICAGO— eee greeted Gen: Vis- 
count Kitchener of Khartum for an our 
and a half Thursday and found«that the 
taciturnity usually ascribed to him was 
not apparent. Surrendering gracefully 
to a surprise attack by a reporter, who 
boarded the train on the outskirts of 
the city, Lord Kitchener asked and an- 
awered questions with geod humor. Of 
militarism he spoke guardedly, saying: 

“One must be careful when a thought- 
less word might be wrongfully taken to 
mean something one did not intend it to 
mean. 

“As to Canada’s military future, I 
haven't visited Canada. I see no ag- 
gressiveness in ‘the future, so far as 
Canada is concerned... The little navy 
they are building up there is only that 
they may sleep a little easier 0’ nights. 
One rests better with a ‘bobby’ walking 
around the square. 

“I see no reason why international 
peace should not continue from this 
very moment. One never knows, how- 
ever, when something will stir up trouble, 
and war does not often announce itself 
far in advance. It always pays to keep 
one’s: powder dry.” 

“Ts that an expression of England’s 

military policy?” Lord Kitchener was 
asked. 
* “Well,” he replied, “I shouldn’t put it 
that- broadly, England is at peace with 
all the world, but our surest safeguard 
‘of peace is always to be ready. Until 
such time as some international agree- 
“ment is’ reached, if such there be, Eng- 
land will, by being ready at all times, 
lend that influence toward peace.” 

Asked what he considered the chief 
factor tending to international peace the 
general replied: 

“Food—I think food is one of the first. 
The Panama canal has come into the list 
20w as a new factor, also. The nation 
whose food supply is cramped is rest- 
less and irritable. It wants to expand. 
{t wants what the other fellow has. It 
was agomfort to my heart as a peace 
loving man. to see broad acres of food- 
producing land in this country, and to 
bear that Canada could duplicate them. 
‘The Panama canal was the best move 
America ever made.” 

Lord Kitchener characterized the 

political aspect of the Pacific ocean as 
t hard question to discuss. 
“Tt wish I knew what the future would 
bring forth for the Pacific,” he said. 
‘It is gratifying ‘to ‘us that the. canal 
ws being built at Panama, for that helps 
lo simplify matters. 

“My idea of the army and navy of the 
future is that the navy must be the sp | 
sonsideration. Either in defense or 
 fense the navy must take the injtiative, 

but a nation will have to depend oh its 

army before it can whip angther. . 
“My whole view of the future is one 
made peaceable by force of arms.

they so vote. - The bill provides that, if 
10 per cent of the vote for Governor in 
any district so petitions, the question 
shall be put upon the ballot in such dis- 
trict in the simplest form, viz.: ‘Do you 
wish direct nominations in this district? 
Yes or No.’ It also provides that at 
any time after one year the question 
may by a like petition be put upon the 
ballot: ‘Do you wish to continue the 
system of direct nominations? Yes or 
No.” Nothing could be more simple or 
more fair. 

“The question may properly be asked: 
Why should the voters in each district 
rather than the Legislature decide this 
question? The answer is simple and ob- 
vious. Because the Legislature has a)- 
ready provided that 150 members of 
the House and 13 members of the Sen- 
ate shall be so nominated. Consequently, 
the real question before the Legislature 
is no longer one of principle or one of 
policy, but simply a question as to 
whether the voters in any particular dis- 
trict wish direct nominations or not. 

“The bill is now in its simplest form. 
It does not even force the question itself 
upon any district until 10 per cent peti- 
tion for iti. 

“T trust that those who do not be- 
lieve in submitting this question to the 
people will vote directly against the 
bill and not try to kill it by loading 
it with hostile amendments. I trust 
that those who do beljeve in submitting 
this question to the people will not 
jeopardize the passage of this bill by 
amending it to include more offices than 
the bill calls for. 

“If any wish to vote for direct nomi- 
nations for county or other officers I 
trust they will provide for this in a 
separate bill, which can perfectly well 
be done, and not endanger the passage 
of this bill by enlarging its scope. 

“I appeal to the wisdom and common 
sense of every member. Many special 
bills for direct nominations in -this or 
that district will be presented to th? 
Legislature each year, if this bill is ny 
passed. Is not the method proposed in 
this bill the best and fairest way to 
settle the question? It seems to me 
that there can be but one answer to 
that question.”

ITRAFFIC LEAGUE 


HELPS RAILROADS 
Organization Doing’ What It 


Which: Contribute Largely 
to the Expenses. 


CHICAGO—The~ National Industrial 
Traffic League is cooperating with the 
railroads in reducing cost of distributing 


and defunct corporations from the mail- 
ing lists and eradicating all duplicate or- 
ders. The league successfully resisted an 
attempt by carriers to impose a charge 
for the tariffs and will do what it can to 
remove abuses that have crept into their 
free distribution. 

A committee of the league is also fram- 
ing new rules to govern return shipments 
of damaged goods, to remove abuses that 
make this practise a heavy expense to the 
railroads. For many years half rates 
were allowed such shipments, but last 
June the concession was restricted to 
goeds that had not left the carriers’ pos- 
session. An examiner of the interstate 
commerce commission “will make an ex- 
haustive investigation of this matter the 
last week of April in Minneapolis and 
Chicago.

PITTSBURG — A contract has been 
awarded to the J, B. Carter Construction 
Company for the construction of the 
extension of the Western Maryland rail- 
road from Cumberland, Md., to South 
Connellsville, Pa.

NEW YORK—That the world is nearer 
the actual famine point as to raw cotton 
than it has been at any time since the 
civil war is asserted today by E. F. 
Hutton & Co., one of the largest com- 
mission brokerage firms. 

The firm declares it has made an ex- 
haustive investigation from all cotton 
producing and consuming points, 
adds that under the most favorable con- 
ditions the domestic crop will not go 
above 12,000,000 bales.

WAGE INCREASE OF MILLIONS — 
FOR STEEL CORPORATION MEN 


Judge Gary Announces a Raise, Effective in May, That 
Will Apply to a Large Majority of Employees of | 
Subsidiary Companies of the Big Concern. 


NEW YORK--Substantial increases in 
wages bv the subsidiary companies of 
the United States Steel Corporation will 
soon be announced to become effective 
May 1, it was officially stated here to- 
day. The proposed increase will apply 
to a Jarge majority of the corporations’ 
225,000 employees and in round figures 
will increase the payrolls of the steel 
corporation by about $9,000,000 annually. 

News of the wage advance decided 
upon was contained in the following 
statement issued by Judge E. H. Gary, 
chairman of the "Jnited States Steel 
Corporation: 

“The subsidiary the 


companies of 


United States Steel Corporation have de- 
cided to make substantial increases in 
wages. Notwithstanding that the sub- 
ject matter has been under careful con- 
sideration for the last 60 days the exact 
amounts have not yet been fully deter- 
mined except as to the ore companies 
and the ccal companies which have al- 
ready announced advances. 

“As to the other companies the fig- 
ures will be definitely arrived at in time 
to become operative on May 1, except 
the Tennessee Coal, Iron and Railroad 
Company and the transportatior compa- 
nies, Which may not be able to arrange 
the increases until a later date.

CARRIED STRICTLY BY 
VOTES OF COALITION 


LONDON—The House of Commons, 
by, its adoption of the Liberal resolutions 
on the veto power of the House of Lords 
Thursday night, decided one of the im- 
portant questions of the sessions by a 


strictly coalition vote. The accession 
of the Nationalist and Labor members 
to the resolutions gave the government 
its majority and enables it to point to at 
least one important subject on which it 
has secured ‘action. 

Nevertheless an electoral contest is in- 
evitable within six weeks, in the opinion 
of those who have analyzed Thursday 
night’s voting. 

During the discussion Mr. Asquith 
announced that he would demand the 
King’s assistance in forcing the resolu- 
tions thr of€h the House of Lords. What- 
ever his demands upon the King are— 
they are not yet known—it is certain 
that the King will refuse them, and an- 
other election will be forced. 

As the price of obtaining Irish support 
of the budget, Mr. Asquith has prom- 
ised that home rule will be the dominant 
issue in this election.

Across the Florida Keys 


Off for a sea voyage by rail, with 
never a thought of steamer rugs or 
trunks! The blue prints that only a few 
years ago hung on the walls of Mr. 
Flagler’s office were the prophecies of 
wonderful causeways and bridges, over 
which today one rides at ease on a 
magical “sea-going railway” speeding 
over the restless surges of the gulf dry- 
shod. By the magical creations of mod- 
ern engineering the traveler rides in a 
luxurious Pullman, and from its windows 
views a beautiful tropical seascape, and 
at other times panoramas of the Floridian 
keys, long expanses of shallow seas and 
inland lagoons, and the fairy islets of the 
gulf. 

In constructing this unique railroad it 
was necessary to dig a basin first and 
build the dredges there. About 200 such 
basins were excavated to a considerable 
depth below the surface of the water. 
Then the dredges worked themselves out } 
up to shallow water, thus building up an 
embankment, after which they worked 
side by side, filling in the trestles and 
transforming the huge coral sandbars 
into embankments between the keys.

‘Then there is the public building bill, which, it 1s said, may be 
run up to $12,000,000 or $15,000,000. Congressmen will not 
neglect this means of making political capital. While the people 
are in favor of economy on general principles, each representative 


“knows he will win applause if he can secure an appropriation for 


his particular district. Thus the House helps to increase the 


expenditures. 

The Democrats say there is no course of action on their part, 
in regard to appropriations, that will please the majority. As stated 
by one of their leaders, “If we try to economize by cutting a large 
amount out of an appropriation bill, we are accused of crippling the 
government ; and if we try to reduce an appropriation bill by a small 
amount, we are accused of cheeseparing.”’ 

There is little doubt that the river and harbor bill and the 
public building bill will go through at about the figures stated, 
notwithstanding alarm in sorié quarters over the probable effect on 
the Republican campaign next fall. While economy has been prac- 
tised on appropriation measures here and there, the present indica- 
tions are that the expenditures authorized at this session of Congress 
will come up to the billion-dollar mark.

German question of establishing postal savings banks 
Postal Check here is receiving so much attention, with 
regard to the successful operation of the 

System postal check system in Germany and 
Austro-Hungary. This is, practically, an 


application of what is known in Germany as 
the “Giro account” plan to the postal service. The Giro account is 
a bank account with a minimum balance. In drawing upon it a red, 
rather than a white, check is used. The check transferring an 
amount in payment of a bill is sent to the exchange bank and not to 
the firm. Commercial business, according to Consul Albert, is 
transacted by the use of these red checks, ‘and the system of the 
transfer of moneys of different accounts by a single national bank 
operates like the clearing house system in the United States.” The 
postal service system does for the small dealer what the Giro account 
syste does for the large. It simplifies and expedites the transfer 
of money. To take advantage of it one must have an account with 
the postoffice, and one must, of course, be careful to see that one’s 
balance is properly maintained. | 

The system has long been in use in Austria~Hungary, but it 
began operation in Germany only on Jan. 1 of last year. There 
were only 8000 accounts at the opening of. business, but the year 
closed with 36,427 accounts. The value of the transactions during

the first year amounted to $2,380,000, a result that required nearly 
twenty years in the Austrian postal service. However, today the 


Austrian service has 82,000 accounts, and its transactions amount 


to about $4,250,000 annually. 3 

In connection with the matter we have the significant statement 
that the prosperity of the Austrian postal check service is due largely 
to the postal savings bank system of that country. Postal savings 
banks, we are told by the consul, have not yet been introduced into 
Germany, “through fear of injuring private savings banks, agricul- 
tural loan and savings unions and the communal savings banks.” 
“But,” he adds, “it is believed that this fear is groundless, and that 
the introduction of a postal bank system into Germany would stimu- 
late deposits generally and reach classes who now hide their savings 
through fear to trust them out of their own possession.” , 

In this as in other respects we have further evidence of the 
consoling truth that conditions are pretty nearly the same all the 
world round. A fact no less interesting than any other revealed 
here is that, while Germany is one of the most paternalistic of 
modern nations it draws a very pronounced line between paternalism 
and federalism, as, for instance, 1n the care it takes not to do 
anything in a national way—in connection with postal depositories— 
that would have a tendency to injure local and private interests. 
This is a circumstance that should have consideration in our country. 


Crries that are ambitious to make the best showing possible in 
the matter of population should remember that while it is their 
duty to tell the enumerators “the truth, the whole truth,” they must 
bear it in mind also that they are to tell “nothing but the truth.”

That prompt action is called for is shown by the testimony of 
Philip Ayres, the New Hampshire forester, who says “the condition 
in the White mountains is such that a year’s delay means grave and 
irreparable loss.”” The extent to which denudation has been carried 
in some sections can be judged from the following extract from a 
report ot the department of agriculture issued last November: 

On one of the branches of the Pemigewasset, the east branch, in 

Lincoln, forest destruction has gone far. The operating company does 
not expect any future return after the primeval forest is gone. | It cuts 
clean and has no care for the future of the forest. From 50,000 to 75,000 
acres are already laid bare; on most of it nearly every tree has been cut, 
save the hardwoods of little present value in the valleys. It has become 
almost literally true that where until recently stood a primeval forest, 
after cutting there remains standing scarcely a pole on which a bird can 
build its nest. 

Like destruction has been wrought elsewhere, and any post- 
ponement of protective measures will permit of damage that cannot 
be remedied. The Weeks bill is broad in its scope, and the sectional 
cry cannot fairly be raised against it. It is most important that it 
should be put through at this session of Congress.

In an effort to meet their 
views Senators Aldrich and Elkins drew up a substitute amendment. 
Still later, a modification of an amendment proposed by Senator 
Bacon was accepted on all sides. This amendment provides that 
complainants before the interstate commerce commission shall have 
the right to appear and be made parties to the case and be represented 
before the courts by counsel under such regulations as are now 
permitted in similar circumstances under the rules and practise of 
the equity courts of the United States. | 

A phase of this matter as important certainly as any change 
for the better that could be made in, the interstate law is the temper 
here exhibited on the part of the regulars to meet the radicals half- 
way, and the disposition of the latter to accept these overtures as 
evidences of good faith.

After this, we shall be engaged in an effort to 
assimilate the miscellaneous information, and when we shall have

Let us by no means, however, fall into the error of thinking the 
taking of the census.a light matter.

In view, then, of the pains taken and 
the expense incurred in this proceeding, and in view of the great 
inportance that attaches to its accuracy, it behooves every one of 
the ninety or ninety-five millions of us, figuratively speaking, to 
stand up and be counted. 
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SEVERAL historical societies are after the pen with which Gov- 
ernor Pothier of Rhode Island signed the charter for the Grand 
Trunk extension. The Governor regards this as ‘‘one -of the 
crowning events” of his administration. 


QUITE distinct from the political aspect of 
the budget is the financial one. It is per- 
fectly possible, in spite of the result of the 
last general election, to agree that the first 
budget of Mr. Lloyd-George may have de- 
served its sobriquet of “the people’s budget,” 
on account of the originality of its concep- 
tions, and yet to doubt the ability with which 
it was framed. The fact of the deficit has 
less to do with this than might at first sight 
appear. The deficit was to a very large extent a political deficit. 
That. is to say that it had, perhaps, no necessary existence, and was 
the result of political conditions deliberately superinduced. Again, 
owing to the determination not to collect taxes, like the income tax, 
which might have been perfectly easily collected, it is practically 
impossible to gauge the accuracy of the chancellor’s estimate of 
revenue from these sources. _Nor-would it be fair to leave out of 
sight the financial dislocation caused by the policy adopted, which 
may have operated anything but in a beneficial way on revenue 
returns. ‘ 

When all these allowances have, however, been made, the fact 
remains that the chancellor's estimates prove to have been not 
merely unduly sanguine, but based upon absolute miscalculations. 
For instance, there is a shortage of £984,000 on the estate duties, 
owing to the estimate for these having been raised £1,300,000 on 
insufficient knowledge; while there is another shortage of £421,000 
on stamps, owing t@ his having raised the estimate by £250,000 on 
tetally inadequate information. The customs, again, are £392,000 
below the sum allowed for, while there is a huge drop in excise, 
largely owing to the failure of the new whisky duty: to provide 
anything like the sum anticipated. 

These figures are not those of the original estimates, but are 
those substituted by the chancellor of the exchequer in the course of 
last autumn, after he had had an opportunity of studying the revenue 
returns for six months. This might seem to make the miscalcula- 
tions all the more serious, but it is only fair to remember that the 
circumstances are of the most peculiar and confusing description, 
and that it would be Scarcely fair to judge the finance of any 
minister evolved in the circumstances in case. | f
